FOR ACCUSED 


Liberals Contend That Any 
Complained of Should be 
Represented. 


THE PROPOSALS ARE 
ALLOWED TO. STAND 
Little Business Was Trans- 
acted Yesterday in Ot- 
tawa House: 


Ottawa, Jan, 16—This was a gov- 
ernment day in the house, some little 
headway being made with the legis- 
lative program and supply. The chief 
discussion occurred in connection with 
Hon, C. J, Doherty's bill to amend the 
inquiries act by giving the recently 
appointed public service commission 
which will inquire into the civil ser- 
vice the power to name sub-ccmmis- 
sioners including experts, engineers, 


accountants, ete., to follow-up any 
particular branch Of gn inquiry, dele- 
gated to them by the chief commis- 
sioners, 


Hon, Mr, Pugsley moved that dny 
person under investigation be given 
the right to have counsel at his own 
expense. Sir Wilfrid Laurier prepos- 
ed to strike out the part of the bill 
authorizing sub-commissioners to take 
evidence. Both these proposals were 
allowed .o stand for further considera- 
tion, Mr. Pugsley then proposed that 
if 40 members of the opposition asked 
for an inquiry it should be allowed te 
proceed under the direction of a judge 
of the superior court. The govern- 
ment ridiculed this proposal, while 
the members of the opposition said 
that if the Ccnservatives were consist- 
ent they would support it, because it 
was in keeping with suggestions they 
had made when in opposition. The 
motion was rejected and the house 
proceeded to the consideration of es- 
timates, 

Site for New Block 

During the discussion, Hon, F, D. 
Miiak said that while the government 
had not definitely decided to abandon 
the site chosen for a government 
block on Sussex sireet, Ottawa, it was 
considered that it was not desirable. 
This drew from Hon, Charles Murphy 
former secretary of state ,the state- 
ment that a sub-committee of the 
Laurier committee had decided that 
the site was not suitable. It was be- 
cause cf that reason the construction 
had not been proceeded with, Mr 
Monk intimated it was desirable that 
sites should be secured not only for 
present, but also for the future needs 
of the government, — 

Shortly before the adjournment, Mr, 
Sinclair of Guysboro ,asked Mr, Monk 
if he had any definite pedicy in ree 
gard to the erection of public build- 
ings. When in opposition the Con- 
servatives had often accused the gov- 
ernment of the day of erecting build- 
ings where they were not required, 
while neglecting other towns which 
happened to be located in constituen- 
cles represented by Conservatives, 

Monk Not Prep«red. 
Mr, Monk said that he was not yet 


prepared to lay down any definite 
rule. The late government had no 
fixed policy. He believed, howeyer, 


that it is desirable that some rule as 
to the pepulation of a town and of the 
revenue derivable should be fixed gov+ 
erning the construction of the bultd- 
ings. It

Immediately after the house met, 
Dr, Sproule, the spéaker of the house;

Twelve other soldiers and several 
civilians, with a number of citizens, 
were also badly injured, The force 
of the explosion when the bombs 


came in contact With the earth was 
60 great that many houses, hundreds 
of yards away, were shaken from top 
to bottom, Premier Yuan was driv- 
ing in a carriage with open windows 
which was preceded and followed by 
an escort of cavalry. The foute was 
lined by soldiers and police stationed 
five yards apart. The men faced al- 
ternately inwards and outwards and 
were carrying loaded rifles with fixed 
bayonets, 

Where Bomb Was Hurled, 

When Yuane’ carriage arrived 
posite the residence of Dr. Morrison, 
correspondent of the London Times, 
at the corner of which the assailants 
had been observed standing, a bomb 
was hurled. 

Without wailing to see the effect 
of their deed, the perpetraters rush- 
ed toward a neighboring tea house. 
Soldiers and police, however, were 
Close on their heels and they were 
arersted ‘before they were able to get 
fect their escape by a rear door, The 
other men, who are suspected of be- 
ing accomplices in the attempted as- 
saesination, have since been arrested.

The Saskatchewan Plan Bxplained 

Secretary Fream explained that the 
Saskatchéwan plan, Which he believed 
should be adopted in Albefta, was for 
the farmers in any locality where it 
was desired to establish an elevator 
to subscribe 16 per cent of the total 
amount required to bulid such an 
elevator ,and the government to ad- 
vance 85 per cent, giving the farmers 
twenty or twenty-five years to clear 
up the indebtedness to the govern- 
ment. The stock would sell at $50 
per share, limited to ten shares for 
each farmer, Eventually the farm- 
ers would own the elevator, paying 
for jt from the earnings 

In Manitoba the clevators are own- 
ed by the government, but it does not 
work out matisfactory because a pcll- 


tical party controls, said Secretary 
ream,

scheme without the sanction of the 


United Farmers?” inquired a  deéle- 
gate in the rear of the hall, 
President Bower Favors Plan.
